PETTY OFFICER ACQUITTED. 

At the third Courtsmartial, resulting from 
the loss of the submarine H 29, held at the 
Royal Naval Barracks, Devonport, yesterday, 
Stoker Petty Officer George William Aske 
was charged with negligently performing the 
duty imposed upon him when acting as 
Stoker Petty Officer in charge of the tanks, 
in that he flooded No. 2 and 3 main tanks 
without waiting for definite and separate 
orders for the opening of the Kingston valves 
and vents, and in that he did not report to 
the First-Lieutenant the opening of the 
Kingston valves and vents. 

The Court found that the charge was not 
proved, and acquitted him. , 

Captain J. B. Glencross, who prosecuted, 


said that in accordance with general sub- 
marine practice a definite separate order to | 
open or close Kingston valves, vents and 
blows on main tanks should always be re- 
ceived before action was taken, and definite 
reports of the opening or closing of these 
should be made. 

Lieutenant Skyrme, the Commanding Officer 
of H 29, confirmed this in evidence. 

Mr. Mayburne Pearce, solicitor, who repre 
sented the accused man, suggested that 
during trimming operations definite and 
separate orders were not given in the same 
way as if the boat were at sea and about to 
dive. 

The witness did not agree. 

Replying further, Lieutenant Skyrme said 
that so far as he knew the First-Lieutenant 
did not give an order to fill the main tanks. 


FIRST-LIEUTENANT EXAMINED. 


Lieutenant M. E. Wevell, the First-Lieu- 
tenant, said that the accused man was re- 
sponsible to him for the trim of the vessel. 
Before the disaster he said to the accused 
man: “I am going to put a drop of water 
in No. 2 and 3 main ballast; I am going on 
deck.”” That was not intended as an order. 
When he noticed that No. 2 tank was ventin 
he gave the accused the order: '' Stop flood- 
ing; that will do.” The witness saw him 
obey the order. . When he found afterwards 
that No. 3 tank was also venting he said to 
accused man: “ You have not flooded No. 3, 
and he replied, as far as the witness could 
remember. *‘ Yes.” . 

Mr. Pearce asked if the witness meant that 
he gave no orders at all which could have 
commenced the trimming down of the vessel ?

STATE ARMY.

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SOUTHERN COMMAND 
MANCEUVRES. 


The troops of the Southern Command have 
been engaged in manceuvres during the past 
three i má over Government lands at Kil- 
worth, County Cork. They were divided into 
two battalions, a “ Red ” force, under Com- 
mandant Hannon, and a ‘‘ Blue,” under Com- 
mandant Aherne, and in all some eight or 
nine hundred men were engaged. The G.O.C, 
Southern Command, Colonel W. Hayes, was 
Director of Operations. | 

The first day's operations consisted of the 
Red force holding a position which the Blue 
force had to attack. While they were not 
entirely successful in driving the holders from 
the position, the Blue force succeeded m 
pushing the Reds back a considerable dis- 
tance. 

On the second day a Blue force was sent ° 
out to protect a ridge, about three miles from 
Kilworth, and the Red force to march from 
Mitchelstown and attempt to blow up the 
bridge. This the advancing party accom- 
plished, but it is doubtful if it would suc- 
ceed in returning safely to its position. 

[It was intended to have night manceuvres 
on Wednesday night, but owing to the hard- 
ship experienced by the song: "ó during the 
preceding days this idea was abandoned, and 
yesterday the operations of Wednesday were 
repeated, with the positions reversed. The 
Blue force, who were the attacking party on 
this occasion, did not gain their objective of 
blowing up the bridge, but rendered it ‘‘ im- 
passable for traffic.”’ 

At the conclusion of the operations the 
general opinion was that they were a big im- 

ovement on last year’s exercises, the men 
ei -much better handled than formerly. 
The troops showed great determination in 
their work, and, maintained splendid disctp- 
line throughout the period.
